‘* His Majefty-has commanded me to exprefs his firm reli« 
ance upon the fpirit and loyalty of his people, and his Royal 
confidence, thats during this feafun of diffeulty, their utmoft 
endeavours will not be wanting to give unqueitionable proofs 
of their attachment and emulation for his fervice; and forefee- 
ing, that by wife; ftrenaons, and timely i he my 
not only defeat apy hoftile attempts, but, by appearing ftrong 
and united at home, he may be enabled to make the more 
powerful efforts for maintaining his honour and the public in- 
tere(ts abroad, and thereby lay the fureft foundations for a fafe, 
an honourable, and a lafting peace ; and as the populoufnels of 
the principal towns and cities 6f Great Britain naturally offers
